A  few  years  ago,  I  bought  a  bag  of  tokens  in  which  was  one  I  knew  absolutely  nothing  about. 
Okey  Meadows  from  Loveland,  Ky. 


I  had  never  heard  of  the  name  “Okey”,  so  I  figured  it  had  to  be  a  place.  This  was  before  I  had 
my  Dun  &  Bradstreef  s,  so  I  also  didn’t  know  where  Lovely,  Ky.  was.  I  eventually  found  out  that 
Lovely  was  in  Morgan  County.  Soon  after  acquiring  my  token,  I  acquired  my  Dun  &  Bradstreets.  In 
1918,  the  population  of  Lovely  was  82  and  Okey  Meadows  (Firm  Name)  was  listed.  Now  I  knew  that 
Okey  Meadows  was  at  least  a  firm,  but  that  still  didn’t  connect  it  to  coal.  I  checked  Dodrill’s  20,000 
Coal  Company  Stores’  book  and  on  page  158  listed  was,  “Meadows,  Okey  Inc  .Mine  -  Meadows,  Okey 
Store  -  Redwine  -  Ky  -  Morgan  -  25  employees  -  1923-1924”.  No  tokens  known.  Now  I  had  it  listed 
as  coal,  not  from  Loveland,  but  from  Redwine.  I  visited  my  good  friend  Howard  Fortune  and  he  showed 
me  a  beautiful  token  with  Okey  Meadows  on  it  from  Redwine,  Ky.  1920. 


It  is  a  very  unusual  token  with  the  2  holed  cutouts  and  I  really  liked  that  it  was  dated  1920. 
Howard  finally  persuaded  me  ($$$)  to  sell  my  Loveland  token  to  him  to  go  with  his.  He  now  owns  both 
and  they  are  the  only  2  that  I  have  seen  as  of  this  writing.  But  I  continued  my  search.  In  Robert 
Rennicks’  book  The  Post  Offices  of  Kentucky’s  -  Gateway- Buffalo  Trace  Area,  he  says  on  page  84  that 
the  Redwine  post  office  was  established  Jan.  1 896,  and  later  closed.  A  post  office  was  again  opened  in 
1909  and  named  Loveland  and  the  name  was  later  changed  back  to  Redwine.  This  covered  the  two 
different  place  names  on  the  tokens.  Since  then,  I  have  discovered  both  names  were  used 
interchangeably  from  the  dates  1918-1924.  I  went  to  the  archives  at  Frankfort,  Ky.  and  looked  into  the 
Kentucky  Mine  Inspector’s  Reports.  In  1921,  the  Okey  Meadows  Elkhorn  Coal  Co.  was  listed  at 
Redwine,  in  Morgan  County,  and  as  a  drift  mine,  with  a  3’  seam.  Okey  Meadows  Sr.  was 
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Superintendant  and  Okey  Meadows,  Jr.  was  Mine  Foreman.  Finally  was  the  fact  that  Okey  Meadows 
was  a  man’s  name.  The  mine  produced  5,360  tons  with  3  men  out  and  15  men  in  with  1 10  days  worked. 
1  found  in  a  1921  Coal  Field  Directory  on  page  308  that  the  Lenox  Bituminous  Coal  Company  was  now 
being  operated  by  Okey  Meadows,  Elkhom  Coal  Company.  The  general  office  was  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio 
with  the  drift  mine  being  a  40  inch  thick  seam.  25  men  were  employed  and  last  year’s  tonnage  was 
7,500.  The  shipment  sizes  were  slack,  pea,  nut,  egg,  lump,  and  block.  In  the  1923  Kentucky  Mine 
Inspector’s  Report  on  page  292  was  :  Okey  Meadows  Coal  Company,  Redwine,  Ky. 

Okey  Meadows,  General  Manager 

This  mine  is  located  at  Redwine,  Morgan  County,  Ky.  on  the  Morehead  and  North  Fork 
Railroad,  which  makes  connections  with  C.  &  O.  R.R.  at  Morehead,  Ky.  This  mine  was  formerly 
operated  by  D.C.  Campbell  Coal  Co.,  and  had  been  abandoned  about  April  1st,  and  the  present  operator 
was  just  starting  to  clean  up  the  mine  preparing  for  operation.  I  visited  this  mine  on  the  7  day  of 
August  and  owing  to  the  fact  the  mine  was  almost  flooded  with  water,  could  not  make  any  inspection  of 
the  inside  workings.  I  was  later  informed  that  this  concern  was  in  some  litigation  over  the  property  and 
was  enjoined  from  further  operation. 

I  re-checked  1922  and  this  mine  was  indeed  the  D.C.  Campbell  Coal  Co  listed  at  Redwine  with 
12  men  out  and  8  men  in.  I  went  to  the  Morgan  County  courthouse  to  look  at  some  land  records.  On 
May  the  13,  1920,  Okey  Meadows,  of  Loveland,  Ky.  leased  a  tract  of  land  and  agreed  to  mine  and  ship  a 
minimum  of  750  tons  per  month.  Agreed  to  another  coal  lease  on  May  24,  1920.  Listed  as  living  in 
Cincinnati,  Ohio.  (That’s  the  reason  I  could  not  find  him  on  the  1920  Federal  Census  in  Kentucky, 
because  he  lived  In  Cincinnati,  not  Loveland,  Ky.)  In  this  lease  he  had  the  exclusive  right  and  privilege 
to  mine  and  produce  from  all  seams  of  coal  on  said  property  all  the  mineable  and  merchantable  coal  in 
and  under  said  tract  of  land  and  to  sell,  carry  away,  and  ship  the  same.  Reserved  the  right  and  privilege 
to  operate  any  and  all  stores  for  marketing  of  dry  goods.  (Company  store)  He  also  agreed  to  the  10 
cents  per  ton  rate  and  should  no  coal  be  mined,  agreed  to  pay  the  sum  of  $75  per  month.  Had  the  full 
privilege  of  opening  up  drifts  at  the  most  convenient  place  or  places  to  operate  the  coal  at  the  least 
expense.  There  were  a  couple  of  other  leases  saying  much  the  same  thing. 

Before  finding  out  that  Okey  Meadows  was  from  Cincinnati,  a  cousin  and  I  went  to  the  Loveland  and 
Redwine  area  to  some  cemeteries  hoping  to  find  his  grave.  I  thought  that  some  information  from  a 
headstone  would  shine  more  light  on  the  elusive  Okey  Meadows.  I  found  out  later  that  I  was  looking 
over  2000  miles  too  far  to  the  east. 

Some  friends  from  the  Boyd  County  Library  put  me  in  contact  with  Oscar  Meadows,  who  was 
from  the  area.  Oscar  had  done  the  genealogy  on  the  Meadows  family  and  through  him  I  learned  that 
Okey  Meadows  was  bom:  Oakley  Meadows  in  1871  in  Boone  County,  WV  and  died  June  9,  1963  in 
Los  Angeles,  CA.  On  a  note  of  interest,  Okey’s  son.  Rush,  was  the  treasurer  in  1921  for  the  Okey 
Meadows  Elkhom  Coal  Co.  Rush’s  obituary  states  that  he  was  an  All-American  football  player  at 
Southern  California  University.  Thanks  Oscar!

KROLITZ  MINING  CO.  INC.  1379  IAEGER,  W.VA. 

During  researching  of  scrip  I  came  across  the  Krolitz  sets,  one  set  being  the  Oreo  Patented 
("D"  series)  and  the  other  being  Oreo  Reg.  U.  S.  Pat.  Off.  ("E"  series)  set.  There  is  at  least  one 
complete  set  of  the  "E"  series.  Dodrill  in  his  book  20,000  Coal  Company  Stores  has  Krolitz  Mining 
Co.  having  100  employees  and  in  business  only  in  the  year  1936.  The  website  of  West  Virginia 
Office  Of  Miners  Health  Safety  And  Training,  which  has  all  coal  companies  from  about  the  late 
1890's  to  2008  shows  Krolitz  Mining  Co.  in  business  from  1934  producing  23,144  tons  to  1935 
producing  48,854  tons.  The  number  of  employees  are  not  shown. 

Edkins  only  had  the  D1  in  the  catalogue  up  to  the  3rd  edition  then  the  other  "D"  series  scrip 
was  added  in  2002.  Walter  Caldwell,  as  great  as  his  collection  was,  only  had  the  "E"  10  &  100.  But 
he  had  a  note,  CS  has  02  6  pc  set,  the  "E"  50  is  a  Oreo  Reg.  U.  S.  Pat.  It  is  possible  and  more  likely 
that  only  one  minting  1C  thru  $1.00  with  3  different  reverses  used  by  Oreo.  There  are  at  least  3 
known  serious  scrip  collectors  who  possibly  have  50  years  combined  experience  collecting 
McDowell  county  scrip  who  do  not  have  any  "D"  scrip  except  the  Dl.  Consider  this  an  appeal  for 
anyone  having  any  "D"  series  scrip  to  report  it,  helping  to  clear  up  this  mystery. 

CAMEO  SPLINT  COAL  CO.  CAMEO  443 

I  noticed  that  I  do  not  have  nor  ever  seen  the  Cameo  C50  scrip,  even  though  it  is  supposed  to 
have  a  population  of  over  100  pieces  known.  The  story  begins  about  1977  or  before,  because  that  is 
the  year  Edkins  first  edition  Vol  II  catalogue  was  published  and  the  Cameo  C50  was  included.  The 
C50  has  been  included  in  every  Edkins  Vol  II  revision  since.  I  know  Walter  Caldwell  did  not  have  the 
C50  as  he  did  not  mark  it  in  his  working  catalogue  where  he  marked  all  the  west  Virginia  scrip  he 
had,  which  by  his  numbers  were  5464  pieces.  Another  long  time  Boone  County  collector  after 
many,  many  years  looking  still  does  not  have  the  C50. 

I  have  a  few  original  Oreo  records,  I  do  have  one  page  to  Cameo  Coal  Mining  Company  from 
Osborne  Register  Company.  The  letter  reads  in  part  "In  accordance  with  your  request  of  recent 
date  (May  22,  1947  reply  date),  we  are  pleased  to  advise  you  the  quanitity  (sic)  of  ORCO  Patented 
Metal  Scrip  purchased  by  you.

The  shipment  of  March  26th'  1940  was  billed  to  Cameo  Splint  Coal  Company,  and  the  shipment 
of  July  11th,  1945  was  billed  to  the  Cameo  Coal  Mining  Company."  I  personally  think  the  C50  does 
not  exist,  back  when  a  rubbing  or  a  foil  was  used  as  proof  it  is  most  likely  that  a  45  could  easily  be 
picked  up  as  an  48.  The  Cameo  C50  should  be  deleted  from  the  next  edition  of  Vol  II  until  someone 
submits  proof  positive.

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The  Ingle  System  in  Clover  Lick,  West  Virginia 

By  Eric  Schena 


Deep  in  the  Allegheny  Mountains  of  West  Virginia  adjacent  to  Seneca  State  Forest  near  the  center  of 
Pocahontas  County  lies  the  small  community  of  Clover  Lick.  One  of  the  earliest  mentions  of  a  location 
called  Clover  Lick  -  sometimes  spelled  Cloverlick  -  is  an  advertisement  in  the  Staunton  (Virginia) 
Spectator  from  May  8,  1860  listing  John  W.  Warwick  of  "Clover  Lick,  Pocahontas"  as  a  reference  for  the 
sale  of  a  20,000  acre  tract  of  land  in  Webster  County.  The  post  office  was  established  there  in  1875  and 
remained  open  for  nearly  a  century  before  closing  in  1971.  The  1890  Bradstreet  business  directory 
gave  Clover  Lick's  population  as  8  and  had  no  entries  for  businesses.  Thirty  years  later  the  population 
had  boomed  to  300  people.  Sometime  before 
1900,  a  railroad  depot  was  established  to 
serve  as  a  railroad  watering  station  along  the 
Greenbrier  Division  of  the  Chesapeake  &  Ohio 
Railroad.  The  railroad  depot,  first  built  in  1900 
and  refurbished  in  1913,  also  served  as  an 
important  loading  point  for  the  numerous 
saw  mills  and  lumber  companies  in  the  area 
due  to  its  proximity  to  the  Greenbrier  River. 

The  depot  closed  in  1952  and  the  population 
dwindled  steadily.  Today,  there  are  only  a  few 
structures  left  from  the  community's  lumber 
heydays,  though  the  depot  has  been 
relocated  from  its  original  placement  and  Fig.  1  Crew  at  Small  Saw  Mill  at  Clover  Lick,  c.  1906-1907 
restored.  While  the  saw  mills  and  stores  in  Clover  Lick  have  long  since  closed,  the  area  is  a  place  of 
natural  beauty  and  tranquility,  attracting  folks  to  the  Greenbrier  River  Trail.  The  serenity  of  the  area  is 
not  solely  confined  to  ambient  noise.  Clover  Lick  lies  deep  within  the  National  Radio  Quiet  Zone,  where 
all  radio  and  electronic  transmissions  -  including  cell  phone  and  other  related  wireless  activity  -  are 
strictly  regulated  to  avoid  interference  with  the  nearby  National  Radio  Astronomy  Observatory  at 
Green  Bank. 


The  numismatic  legacy  of  this  once-booming  lumber 
town  is  scant,  but  fortunately  two  Clover  Lick 
businesses  are  known  to  have  used  tokens,  James  P. 
Swisher  and  William  H.  Young.  Not  much  is  known 
about  J.  P.  Swisher's  commercial  enterprises  in 
Clover  Lick.  He  is  listed  in  the  1914  Bradstreet  as  a 


general  store  and  in  the  1914  Dun  as  a  grocer.  Interestingly,  Swisher  does  not  appear  in  any  of  later 
mercantile  directories  at  Clover  Lick.  According  to  the  Ingle  customer  ledger,  Swisher  placed  order 
#1279  sometime  in  1912.  At  present,  only  one  denomination  is  known,  the  1.00  struck  in  brass  and 
bearing  a  standard  1909  patent  date  reverse  (Schenkman  WV1900-S5-100,  Schena  Ingle  WV2470-B8- 
100). 

William  H.  Young's  businesses  are  much  better  documented.  The  Pocahontas  Times  of  Marlinton 
reported  on  August  30,  1912  that  "W.  H.  Young  will  open  a  general  merchandise  store  in  the  Curry 
stand  at  Clover  Lick  next  week  and  hopes  to  have  it  well  stocked  by  September  10."  Young  received  a 
notary  commission  on  13  August  1914  according  to  the  Charleston  Daily  Mail.  Young  is  listed  in  the 
1912-1913  R.  L.  Polk  Directory  as  one  of  two  general  stores  in  Clover  Lick,  then  again  as  a  general  store 
in  both  the  1914  Dun  and  the  1914  Bradstreet  directories.  Young  continues  to  be  listed  as  a  proprietor 
of  a  general  store  in  the  1918  Dun  and  lastly  in  the  1918  Bradstreet.  By  the  1922  Bradstreet,  Young  is 
no  longer  listed.  Based  on  some  documentary  evidence,  Young's  retail  business  may  have  continued  as 
the  Cloverlick  Mercantile  Company,  which  does  appear  in  the  1922  Bradstreet. 

Young  was  involved  in  coal  mining  to  a  certain  extent.  As  one  of  three  incorporators  of  the  Brewer- 
Harrison  Coal  Company,  he  served  as  the  mining  company's  treasurer.  The  Charleston  Daily  Mail 
carried  the  announcement  of  the  mine's  incorporation  on  August  14,  1914: 

Charleston,  W.  Va.  —  The  Brewer-Harrison  Coal  Co.,  of  Elkins,  W.  V a.,  has  been 
incorporated  to  operate  mines  in  Lewis  County,  W.  Va.;  capital  stock.  $125,000; 
incorporators:  W.  W.  Brewer,  of  Belington,  W.  Va.,  W.  H.  Young,  of  Clover  Lick,  W.  Va.; 
and  E.  A.  Bowers  of  Elkins,  W.  Va.

community  was  geared  towards  supporting  that  jF' 
industry.  While  not  conclusive,  it  is  almost 

certain  that  Young's  business  catered  to  the  plE . TWv 
lumber  companies  and  their  employees. 

No  doubt  aware  of  Swisher's  tokens  and  saw  x  ^3 

their  utility  in  local  commerce,  Young  placed 


The  mine  appears  in  The  Coal  Catalog:  Combined  with  Coal 
Field  Directory  -  better  known  as  the  Keystone  Coal  Directory 
-  as  late  as  1922,  after  which  there  do  not  seem  to  be  any 
further  references.  Unlike  many  of  the  mining  operations  in 
West  Virginia,  Brewer-Harrison  Coal  did  not  use  scrip  for  its 
miners. 

Despite  Young's  partnership  in  coal  mining  in  other  parts  of 
West  Virginia,  Clover  Lick's  primary  industry  was  lumber  and 
much 
of  the 


order  #3459  with  Ingle  sometime  in  1917.  So  far, 
only  one  token  is  known,  a  dug  and  heavily  pitted 
25  struck  in  aluminum  bearing  a  standard  1914 
style  reverse  (Schenkman  1900-Y5-25,  Schena 
Ingle  WV2940-E9-25).  Aluminum  is  a  highly 
unusual  metal  for  Ingle;  it  is  theorized  that  its  light 
weight  may  have  jammed  or  otherwise  interfered 
with  the  scrip  register's  workings.  Unfortunately, 
because  no  other  example  has  yet  surfaced,  it  is 
not  known  if  Young's  scrip  were  struck  in  other 
metals. 

A  fortunate  find  has  helped  shed  light  not  only  on 
Young's  business  but  also  revealed  previously 
unknown  pieces  of  information  on  the  token 
makers  from  Dayton,  Ohio.  The  two-drawer  Ingle 
System  register  used  by  Young  was  found  at  an 
estate  sale  in  2014  by  an  antiques  dealer  from 
Orange,  Virginia.  Ingle  registers  are  quite  scarce  in 
their  own  right  but  are  especially  rare  when  found  with  some  of  the  original  paperwork  and  related 
items  regarding  the  original  user.  In  this  case,  the  register's  drawers  were  stuffed  with  all  sorts  of 
paper  ephemera  relating  to  Young's  business:  receipts,  bank  deposit  slips  and  deposit  reply  cards  from 
the  First  National  Bank  of  Marlinton,  post  office  registered  mail  receipt  cards,  blank  cash  pads,  and 
blank  salary  order/payroll  deduction  forms.  Most  importantly  for  scrip  specialists,  a  1916  Ingle  System 
price  list  for  supplies  and  a  1920  Dayton  Stencil  Works  catalog  with  order  forms  and  even  the  return 
envelope  were  also  contained  in  the  register.  The  blank  forms  have  no  indication  of  the  printer,  but  the 
1916  price  list  contains  listings  for  the  different  types  of  forms  that  could  be  ordered  through  Ingle. 

Evidence  of  Young's  role  in  the  local  lumber  industry  was 
found  in  amongst  the  papers  found  in  the  register.  One 
of  the  payroll  deduction  forms  was  filled  out  and  it  was 
to  indicate  that  "Raines  Lumber  Co."  was  authorized  to 
deduct  $10  pay  to  pay  W.  H.  Young  and  is  dated 
November  14,  1923.  The  Raine  Lumber  Co.  was  based  in 
Honey  Dew  in  Fayette  County  but  also  operated  a  mill  at 
Clover  Lick.  Clearly  Young  made  some  sort  of 
arrangement  with  the  lumber  company  to  allow  for 
payroll  deductions  in  order  for  Raine's  employees  to 
purchase  goods  there.

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The  Ingle  System  "confidential  prices  list"  that  was  tucked  away  in  Young's  register  illustrates  the  wide 
array  of  items  that  could  be  ordered  with  a  register.  Ingle  sold  three  basic  types  of  registers:  a  small 
two-drawer  machine  which  Young  ultimately  ordered  and  two  models  with  three  and  four  drawers. 
Deluxe  versions  could  also  be  ordered  with  marble  tops. 

Believed  to  have  been  made  by  National  Cash  Register 
who  were  also  located  in  Dayton,  the  registers  today  are 
extremely  rare.  As  can  be  seen  from  the  price  list,  the  25 
and  50  denominations  were  generally  ordered  in  the 
smallest  numbers  versus  the  1  and  1.00  tokens.  Note  that 
the  standard  token  orders  were  in  brass,  copper,  or  white 
metal;  Young  evidently  opted  to  place  a  special  order  for 
aluminum  scrip  for  reasons  as  yet  unknown.  The  receipts 
and  forms  that  could  be  ordered  through  Ingle  show  that 
the  company  was  beginning  to  explore  the  use  of  their 
machines  for  advances  on  payroll,  a  system  that  was  used 
to  great  effect  in  the  coal  mines  of  West  Virginia. 

The  inclusion  of  a  1920  catalog  from  the  Dayton  Stencil 
Works  is  particularly  noteworthy.  There  has  been  some 
research  suggesting  that  Dayton  Stencil  may  have 
provided  many  of  the  supplies  and  tokens  Ingle  sold,  in 
particular  the  very  rare  bimetallic  pieces.  Perhaps  Ingle 
subcontracted  their  work  to  Dayton  Stencil  to  produce  the 
more  involved  pieces  or  special  orders.  It  is  possible  that 
the  catalog  was  used  to  order  tokens  after  the  Ingle 
System  became  Insurance  Credit  System  in  1919; 
however,  no  tokens  issued  by  Young  other  than  the  single  Ingle  piece  have  been  seen. 

While  Clover  Lick's  heyday  as  a  lumber  town  have  long  since  passed,  the  tokens  used  by  James  Swisher 
and  William  Young  continue  to  provide  inspiration  to  collectors  and  scholars.  Young's  register  and  the 
papers  found  in  it  will  provide  information  for  many  years  to  come  and  will  hopefully  help  to  open  a 
window  into  the  commercial  world  of  this  small  West  Virginia  community.

Christmas  coal  and  the  birth  of  Cambria 

One  of  the  most  often-asked  questions  from  the  mouths  of  tourists  here  is,  "Where  is  Cambria, 
Wyoming?" 
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Sadly,  the  answer  is  always  the  same: 
“Cambria  no  longer  exists.” 

What’s  left  of  the  famed  mining  town 
are  bits  and  pieces  of  memorabilia 
and  many  written  memories  saved  by 
area  historians. 

Cambria’s  history  dates  to  the  mid- 
1880s,  when  the  land  northwest  of 
Nebraska  known  as  Wyoming  Territory  was  pristine  and  virtually  uninhabited.  The  human  population 
was  confined  to  a  few  isolated  ranches.  Railroad  contractors  to  the  west  had  halted  their  work  for  the 
Burlington  and  Missouri  River  Co.  at  Alliance,  Nebraska. 


According  to  the  booklet,  “And  Then 
There  Was  One,”  by  Mabel  E.  Brown 
and  Elizabeth  Thorpe,  the  future  of  the 
railroads  in  the  West  was  growing  dim. 
Plans  had  been  to  construct  the  B&M  as 
far  as  northwest  Montana.  Those  plans 
were  halted  because  bringing  coal  from 
as  far  away  as  Iowa  and  farther  east 
would  simply  be  too  costly.  The  only 
chance  of  continuing  with  the  rails  was 
if  they  could  find  a  large  supply  of  coal 
closer  to  the  planned  line.  In  two  words, 
they  needed  "Wyoming  coal.” 


Railroad  construction  was  slowing  down.  The  Northern  Pacific  crossed  the  northern  portion  of  the 
United  States;  the  Union  Pacific  joined  America  from  east  to  west;  and  another  branch  of  the  Burlington 
line  halted  at  Cheyenne. 


Gillette  was  a  native  of  Connecticut,  but  he  had  a 


With  few  opportunities  left  for  railroad  builders,  the  team  of 
Kilpatrick  Brothers  and  Collins  from  Beatrice,  Neb.,  sent 
its  best  locating  engineer,  Edward  Gillette,  and  his  crew 
on  a  two-pronged  survey  through  northeast  Wyoming 
into  Montana. 


(obverse)  Westerner’s  respect  for  the  land.  The  rough,  tough  cowboys  and  (reverse) 
trappers  with  whom  he  connected  pooh-poohed  the  idea  of  a 
railroad  built  through  the  wilderness.  Their  thinking  did  not  faze  Gillette.  As  a  seasoned  engineer,  he 
had  encountered  seemingly  impenetrable  lands  before. 


When  the  surveying  crew  reached  the  present  site  of  Newcastle,  it  made  the  acquaintance  of  a  man 
known  as  “Big  Mike”  Gladhough.  He  was  a  prospector  who  had  found  coal  which  washed  into  Oil 
Creek  from  Fuller  Canyon.  Gladhough  had  followed  the  canyon  and  discovered  some  bands  of  coal 
from  which  the  fragments  had  broken.  Gillette  took  home  some  samples  and  analyzed  them.  The 
analysis  proved  it  to  be  bituminous  coal. 

A  year  later,  in  1896,  a  Beatrice,  Nebraska,  banker,  Jefferson  B.  Weston, 
whose  surname  was  ultimately  given  to  the  county  where  Cambria  and 
Newcastle  were  settled,  organized  a  small  group  of  men  and  drove  over  parts 
of  Gillette’s  survey  area  to  inspect  the  outcroppings.  Gladhough  met  them  on 
the  way  and  guided  them  to  Fuller  Canyon’s  two  6-inch  coal  seams. 

After  the  seams  were  studied,  research  indicated  it  was  more  like  6  feet.  A 
camp  was  established,  and  a  temporary  shelter  for  horses  was  constructed. 


(reverse  with  incuse  “OK”) 


As  the  men  worked,  winter  advanced.  By  mid-December,  food  supplies  were  running  low,  and  the  crews 
were  getting  gloomy.  They  were  cut  off  from  Sundance  and  Custer,  South  Dakota,  by  deep  snow  at 
Inyan  Kara  Mountain  to  the  north  and  Hell’s  Canyon  to  the  east.  Two  men  were  sent  toward  Deadwood, 
SD,  on  a  sleigh,  following  the  old  stage  line.  The  sleigh  was  dropped  into  Salt  Lake  Valley  with  ropes. 

A  lookout  was  stationed  on  Mount  Pisgah  to  signal  the  return  of  the  sleigh  so  it  could  be  hauled  up 
again. 


Morale  continued  to  drop.  Some  of  the  workers'  nails  and  other  items  were  mysteriously  disappearing. 
The  men  had  to  have  tobacco,  whether  they  had  food  or  not.  They  had  not  received  any  mail  for  months, 
and  a  communication  from  the  Kilpatricks  announced  that  funding  was  running  low.  Without  nails,  they 
couldn’t  even  put  the  windows  and  doors  in  their  cabins. 

Then  one  dazzling  winter  morning  a  boy  named  Fuller  stumbled  upon  the  missing  nails  and  other  lost 
items  in  a  pack  rat’s  nest.  Everyone  in  camp  considered  it  a  good  omen.  Everyone  was  filled  with 
renewed  energy,  and  the  cabins  were  finished  quickly.  When  the  fireplace  was  lit  that  evening,  morale 
could  not  have  been  better,  even  though  the  bill  of  fare  was  nothing  more  than  venison  with  potatoes 
donated  by  some  neighboring  men. 

There  was  still  nothing  for  the  smokers  and  chewers  until,  on  Christmas  Eve  day,  Big  Mike  pushed  his 


way  through  the  snow.  Though  tired,  he  brought  with  him  tobacco  and  mail.  That  evening  a  celebration 
was  held,  for  one  letter  assured  everyone  that  money  had  been  made  available  to  keep  the  project  going. 

Two  neighboring  families  joined  in  the  festivities  that  Christmas.  Spirits  were  cheerful  and  food 
bountiful.  With  some  men  wearing  armbands  to  identify  them  as  "ladies,"  everyone  danced  until 
morning  to  the  music  of  mouth  organs,  accordions  and  fiddles.

CAMBRIA  AND  THE  CAMBRIA  FUEL  COMPANY 


At  Cambria,  Wyoming,  on  the  western  slope  of  the  Black  Hills,  one  of  the  most  interesting  coal  deposits 
and  mining  plants  in  the  United  States  is  owned  and  operated  by  the  Cambria  Fuel  Company. 

When  the  projected  transcontinental  line  of  the  Burlington  and  Missouri  River  railroad,  from  Lincoln, 
Nebraska,  to  a  connection  with  the  Northern  Pacific  railroad  at  Billings,  Montana,  reached  Alliance, 
Nebraska,  further  construction  was  suspended  until  the  railroad  company  felt  assured  of  being  able  to 
obtain  an  ample  supply  oflocomotive  fuel  in  Nor'  western  Wyoming,  as  the  proposed  extension  could 
not  be  profitably  operated  with  coal  from  Iowa  and  eastern  mines.  With  a  view  to  securing  a  contract  for 
building  the  road,  the  well-known  firm  of  Kilpatrick  Bros.  &  Collins  of  Beatrice,  Nebraska, 
placed  several  prospecting  parties  in  the  field,  during  1887  and  1888,  which  succeeded  in  discovering 
what  are  now  known  as  the  Cambria  Coal  Fields,  and  which  are  estimated,  by  the  most  conservative 
experts,  to  contain  at  least  40,000,000  tons  of  coal,  particularly  suitable  for  railroad  locomotive  service. 

The  deposit  is  unique  in  containing  the  only  bituminous  coking  coal  so  far  discovered  in  the  state  of 
Wyoming,  and  the  Cambria  Fuel  Company  has  apparently  covered  the  entire  area  of  available  coal 
within  the  boundaries  of  the  17,000  acres  of  land  comprising  its  property.  The  vein  varies  in  thickness 
from  four  to  ten  feet,  averaging  about  six  feet,  and  has  a  slope  to  the  southwest  of  about  three  degrees;  it 
is  cut  by  a  number  of  deep  ravines,  which  expose  the  coal  seam  at  several  places. 

When  the  railroad  company  had,  through  its  own  experts,  determined  the  quality  and  amount  of  the  coal 
reserves  to  be  satisfactory,  contracts  were  made  for  extending  the  line  westward  from  Alliance,  and 
Kilpatrick  Bros.  &  Collins  undertook  to  open  the  mines,  although  operating  at  great  disadvantage  on 
account  of  being  located  so  far  from  railroad  facilities,  and  experiencing  great  difficulties  in  developing 
a  water  supply  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  a  large  mining  plant  and  the  railroad  locomotives.  Necessary 


machinery  for  the  initial  installation  was  hauled  with  teams,  about  170  miles  from  Alliance,  but  when 
the  last  rail  was  laid  up  the  canon  from  Newcastle,  on  December  4,  1889,  the  mines  were  prepared  to 
furnish  a  regular  supply  of  fuel.  Since  that  time  a  steady  and  increasing  production  has  been  maintained, 
and  up  to  December  31,1 903, 

5,7 19,000  tons  of  coal  had  been  mined,  of  which  the  Burlington  used  4,160,000  tons. 

Experts  describe  this  plant  as  the  most  interesting  type  of  mechanically  operated  coal  mines  in  this 
country.  Machinery  and  automatic  appliances  have  been  introduced  wherever  they  could  be 
advantageously  adopted  for  saving  labor.  The  undercutting  and  drilling  of  the  coal  are  accomplished 
with  machinery  operated  by  compressed  air,  for  the  distribution  of  which,  over  20  miles  of  pipe  are  now 
in  service  to  supply  the  different  workings.  Both  the  "room  and  pillar"  and  "Longwall"  systems  are  used 
in  these  mines,  the  physical  conditions  in  each  district  determining  which  can  be  adopted  to  the  best 
advantage.  The  mines  are  entirely  free  from  explosive  gases,  and  develop  very  little  water.  The  coal 
is  gathered  by  both  compressed  air  motors  and  horses,  the  former  being  supplied  with  air  at  a  pressure  of 
800  pounds  per  square  inch,  distributed  by  an 

aggregate  of  about  3  miles  of  extra  strong  pipe,  in  which  air  is  stored  at  a  pressure  of  about  1,000  pounds 
per  square  inch;  charging  stations  are  placed  at  points  most  convenient  for  the  operation  of  the  motors. 

The  tipple,  power  plant  and  loading  arrangements  are  located  in  the  main  canon  in  which  the  town  is 
situated.  Both  the  tailrope  system  and  a  small  steam  locomotive  are  used  in  bringing  the  coal  to  the 
tipple,  where,  after  being  dumped,  it  is  crushed,  screened  by  both  revolving  and  shaking  screens, 
and  loaded  by  gravity  into  railroad  cars.  The  fine  screenings  are  sold  to  commercial  trade  and  also  used 
for  the  manufacture  of  coke. 

A  good  quality  of  coke  is  made  from  the  Cambria  coal,  the  present  coking  plant  consisting  of  74  Bee 
Hive  ovens,  having  a  capacity  of  74  tons  of  coke  per  day.  An  interesting  and  very  unusual  feature  in 
connection  with  this  operation  is  the  occurrence  of  small  quantities  of  gold  and  silver  in  the  coal,  which 
has  been  found  to  contain  values  as  high  as  $2.00  per  ton  in  the  coal  and  $5.60  per  ton  in  coke;  an 
average  of  3 1  cars  of  coke,  on  which  a  special  test  was  made,  showed  returns  of  $2.74  per  ton  in  gold 
and  silver. 

The  mining  plant  is  well  equipped  with  air  compressors,  of  which  five  are  used  for  operating  mining 
machines  and  two  for  supplying  the  air  motors  and  pumping  water  from  the  deep  well.  This  well  is  also 
a  remarkable  feature,  being  the  only  place  known  where  water  is  being  pumped  by  compressed  air  from 
so  great  a  depth.  It  is  2,345  feet  deep  and  has  a  capacity  of  at  least  325,000  gallons  in  24  hours,  raised  by 
an  air  pressure  of  900  pounds  per  square  inch  to  a  distributing  tank  on  the  side  of  canon,  from  where  the 
water  flows  by  gravity  to 

the  reservoirs  used  for  supplying  Cambria  and  the  town  of  Newcastle  and  the  railroad  about  eight  miles 
distant.  An  electrically  operated  telpherage  system  is  used  for  removing  ashes  from  the  i,8oo-horspower 
battery  of  boilers  and  keeping  the  latter  supplied  with  fuel,  the  labor  of  one  man  being  sufficient  to  do 
this  work.  Thoroughly  equipped  machine,  blacksmith  and  carpenter  shops  enable  the  company  to  make 
all  necessary  repairs. 

The  company  has  built  and  maintains  an  exceptionally  neat  and  well  ordered  mining  camp,  consisting  of 
about  1 50  cottages  of  various  sizes,  which  are  rented  to  employees  at  reasonable  rates,  and  no  saloons  or 
professional  gambling  operations  are  allowed  on  any  part  of  its  large  tract  of  land.  Consequently, 


the  nearest  saloons  are  at  Newcastle,  8  miles  distant,  and  this  fact  is  an  important  feature  in  establishing 
the  excellent  social  status  for  which  Cambria  is  noted,  and  the  remarkable  record  that  no  police  force  has 
ever  been  Organized  for  keeping  order  in  the  community,  which  numbers  about  1,400  souls,  of 
all  nationalities.  The  plant  is  not  operated  on  Sundays,  which  is  contrary  to  the  usual  practice  of  mining 
operations  in  the  Black  Hills.  The  employees  of  the  company  are  so  well  satisfied  with  the  uniformly 
fair  and  courteous  treatment  accorded  them  by  the  company  that  they  do  not  favor  the  establishment  of 
any  labor  organization  at  Cambria;  none  has  ever  existed  there  and  strikes  have  been  unknown,  although 
a  large  percentage  of  the  miners  are  members  of  unions  at  other  places.  A  large  new  bath  house  was 
built  in  1903,  equipped  with  bath  tubs,  shower  baths,  individual  sinks,  with  hot  and  cold  water  always 
on  tap  at  each,  and  250  lockers  in  which  the  miners  can  keep  their  good  clothes  while  at  work  and 
change  at  night  before  returning  to  their  homes.  This  bath  house  is  exceptionally  complete  and  greatly 
appreciated  by  the  employees. 

The  Cambria  Fuel  Company  has  a  capital  stock  of  $1,000,000.00.  Mr.  W.  H.  Kilpatrick  is  president;  S. 
D.  Kilpatrick,  vice-president;  R.  J.  Kilpatrick,  general  manager;  Lewis  T.  Wolle,  secretary-treasurer,  and 
W.  E.  Mouck,  superintendent.  About  550  men  are  regularly  employed. 


Cambria  had  its  beginning  in  1887.  Its  purpose  was  to  supply  coal  to  the  western  lines  of  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy 
Railroad.  The  development  of  the  town  and  operation  of  the  mines  was  the  responsibility  of  Kilpatrick  Brothers  &  Collins, 
contractors  to  the  railroad.  They  built  a  reservoir,  constructed  more  than  150  miners'  homes,  two  churches,  a  school,  a  lodge 
hall,  a  three-story  hotel,  a  recreation  hall,  a  bank,  a  courthouse,  and  company  offices.  Their  big  commissary  store  attracted 
shoppers  from  all  over  the  Hills,  and  their  opera  house  once  put  on  a  sold-out  performance  of  Faust.  By  1904,  the  mine 
employed  550  men,  and  the  town  had  a  population  of  1,400.  Many  are  still  there,  beneath  ornate  tombstones  in  the  cemetery 
northeast  of  town.  By  1928  the  coal  deposits  were  almost  exhausted  and  the  end  was  in  sight.  There  is  much  to  see  today  of 
what  was  once  the  thriving  town  of  Cambria,  especially  if  one  climbs  up  on  looks  back  into  the  valley,  the  trees  will  show  the 
pattern  of  streets  and  houses,  and  the  buildings  that  are  left  will  indicate  something  of  what  was  there  before.

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Slugs,  Secret  Service  and  Scrip 
The  War  Over  Ten  Cents 
You  Probably 
Haven’t  Heard  About 


My  good  friend  Billy  Campbell  recently  sent  me  copies  of  a  few  scrip-related  letters  for  possible 
inclusion  in  Scrip  Talk.  Well,  after  studying  over  the  letters  and  doing  a  bit  of  background  research,  I 
discovered  a  most  interesting  story  that  directly  ties  into  scrip! 

The  short  version  of  the  story  is  this:  it  seems  that  during  the  1940’s  manufacture  and  use  of 
slugs  (metal  pieces  closely  matching  the  size  and  thickness  of  US  coins,  primarily  nickels  and  dimes)  in 
cigarette  and  candy  vending  machines,  telephones  and  many  other  coin  operated  devices,  reached  a 
point  at  which  the  federal  government  could  not  ignore  (Source:  “ The  1941  War  on  Slugs.”  The 
Billboard.  February  21,  1942,  pp.  72-74.  Google  Books,  last  accessed  2-22-2017).  The  cost  to  victims 
of  these  crimes  was  estimated  at  $5,000,000.00  per  year.  What  was  previously  viewed  as  a  local 
problem  that  could  only  be  battled  by  local  officials,  the  federal  government  got  involved  and 
successfully  prosecuted  a  case  against  a  novelty  store  merchant  with  the  sale  of  “falsely  made  and 
counterfeited  coins”  in  violation  of  federal  statutes.  The  merchant  was  found  guilty  by  jury  and  thus  the 
door  was  opened  for  the  federal  government  to  fight  against  those  in  the  slug  business. 

Because  the  business  of  selling  slugs  was  done  heavily  through  mail  orders,  the  Post  Office 
Department  could  also  prosecute  under  the  “using  the  mails  to  defraud”  theory.  Joining-in  with  the  FBI 
and  P.O.  Dept,  was  the  United  States  Secret  Service.  Recall  that  the  USSS’s  primary  duty  was  not  what 
we  think  of  today,  that  being  the  protection  of  the  President  and  Vice-President  of  the  United  States,  but 
rather  fighting  the  counterfeiting  of  US  money  (a  duty  they  still  perform  today).  It  wasn’t  until  after  the 
assassination  of  President  William  McKinley  in  1901  that  Congress  added  presidential  protection  the 
duties  of  the  Secret  Service. 

Several  sting  operations  by  the  Secret  Service  targeted  slug  manufacturers  as  well  as  slug  users. 
Some  were  as  simple  as  ordering  samples  through  the  mail,  others  involved  actual  visits  to  the 
manufacturers  office  and  posing  as  interested  buyers.  During  one  purchase  the  manufacturer  of  slugs 
touted  how  good  their  slugs  were  in  passing  through  vending  machines  as  real  dimes.  Another  instance 
involved  the  Secret  Service  watching  certain  vending  machines  in  Boston  that  were  being  used  by  slug 
users  and  lying  in  wait  to  nab  the  culprits. 

It  was  inevitable  that  this  crack-down  would  eventually  reach  the  scrip  and  token  manufacturers. 
Although  not  a  huge  problem,  there  were  a  number  of  tokens  made  for  some  companies  that  violated  the 
federal  stature  due  the  size  of  the  tokens  matching  US  dimes.  On  the  following  pages  are  several  letters 
from  the  Secret  Service  to  Ingle-Schierloh  (letters  courtesy  of  Billy  Campbell)  regarding  the  surrender 
of  certain  dies  that  were  used  for  tokens  that  matched  the  size  of  US  dimes.  The  dies  were  then  slated  for 
destruction.  Undoubtedly  ORCO  was  contacted  with  similar  letters  from  the  USSS  as  they  also 
produced  tokens  of  the  same  size  (the  Exeter  and  Coalwood  tokens,  below,  are  ORCO;  the  others  are 
ISC)  (courtesy  Doug  Tolley).  Note  how  the  size  of  the  tokens  match  exactly  the  size  of  the  US  dime!
